BAD SmCHMEN. 


They Indolre in a Little Blot, Bnt the 
Burlington Stands Firm—The 
Sitnation To-day. 


CHIOAOO, March 30.—The first en- 
counter between the sympathizers of the 
striking switchmen and the men who 
have replaced them took place last even- 
ing, when a "Q" switch engine and orew 
attempted to transfer some freight cars 
to the Northwestern. 
A crowd of 
switchmen of other roads were about 
the place and began to jeer at the new 
men on the "Q" engine. 
The train 
reached Kinzie street 
and 
Western 
avenue, when it ran oft a switch that 
had been turned and a number of cars 
were ditched. 
Ihe mob then set upon 
the crew of the engine and train, and 
the fireman and engineer took to their 
heels, getting numerous cufis as they 
escaped. 
The new switchmen followed 
suit, but were pursued and roughly used 
by the crowd, which was made up of the 
roughest kind of citizens. 


The Pinker ton mttn, of whom there 
were six or eight on the train, attempted 
to protect the trainmen, but the mob set 
upon them with savage glee and dis- 
armed them in a twintling. 
They were 
powerless, and after a few efforts to de- 
fend themselves, took to flight to escape 
the drubbing they were receiving at the 
hands of the furious mob. 
Several 
Finkerton men were hurt and one is 
tbonght to have sustained serious in- 
juries. 
On the same train was Division 
Superintendent John Beslsr, of Burling- 
ton, When the trouble commenced he 
hurried to the front and some one in the 
crowd recognized him. 
The disclosure 
of his identity was the signal for the 
mob to fall on him and beat him. 
The 
attack came from all sides and it was on- 
ly after having been badly used up that 
he escaped and ran to the switch house, 
where he locked himself in and escaped 
from further punishment. 
The riot cre- 
ated great excitement and Pinkerton 
men and officers flocked to the scene. 
The mob quickly dispersed, however, 
and only one man was arrested. 
His 
name is Will Quirk. 


Numerous lifers of bail were tendered 
and $8,000 surety for his appearance 
was offered 
but he was locked up. 
When the orowd realized that their 
comrade had to remain in the police 
station, the Milwaukee and St. Paul men 
in their rage decided to strike immedi- 
ately and deserted their engines. 
The 
whole yard force of switchmen, engin- 
eers and firemen. 227 in all, quit work, 
leaving twenty-eight engines standing 
on the tracks. 


The Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. 
Paul yardmen were required to put on 
the track the cars which they had de- 
railed yesterday as the first work after 
their strike, but they refused and said 
they would not handle any cars pulled 
by "Q" engines. 
As a direct and im- 
mediate consequence of the strike the 
entire night freight traffic, both through 
and local, was completely suspendid. 
The passenger engineers were with diffi- 
colty restrained from striking. 
The 
leading spirits among the strikers de- 
cided not to interfere with the passen- 
ger trains at least not until this morn- 
ing. 


The switchmen engineers and firemen 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
who struck yesterday, assembled at the 
yards at Western avenue and Kinzie 
street this morning, but none went to 
work. 
The passenger trains are moving 
but the frieight business is tied up. 


There was no effort on the part of the 
police to disperse the men. 
The riot 
of yesterday afternoon has had its effect 
on the new switchmen in the employ of 
the Burlington. Only those whose busi- 
ness kept them within the "Q" yards 
were at work this morning. 


When those who are delegated to 
work with the engines along the tracks 
between the different points were called 
upon to go out with the engines they 
refused, saying they did not want to 
trust themselves on the outside, and 
that they would not go unless provided 
with arms, to defend themselves. 


Mr. Morton said: "If every man on 
the road except the general passenger 
agent struck we should still keep up the 
fight. 


"We have the law on our side and we 
do not propose to back down. 
Mr. Ar- 
thur promised he would call the strike 
off if the Burlington could get along 
without the brotherhood. 
We did get 
along without them aud he inaugurated 
the boycott. 
The courts ruled against 
the boycott 
and then followed 
the 
switchmen's strike. 
We 
shall 
not 
weaken after having gone so far."

30.—Another 
case (Jf incendiarism is charged by the 
Burlington officials at Downers Grove. 
A passenper coach on the side track, 
along with several other passenger oars, 
was set on fire about 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
The other cars were detached and 
pulled out of danger. The oar is mined. 


MILWAUKBE, 
March 
30—Manager 
Miller, of the Chicago, Mil waukee & St. 
Fan] road, in an interview with an As* 
sociated Press reporter this morxiing, 
said there was no truth in the statement 
made by the switchmen at Chicago that 
the St. Paul company had been secrete- 
ly aiding the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy company: 


"The trouble is," said Mr. Miller, 
"that the 
Chicago 
switchmen have 
combined to make a thorough boy- 
cot 
against 
the 
Quincy 
company 
ttud 
in

movement, our men refused to handle 
some of the new cars brought to us by 
the Burlington from the 
factory of 
Wells, French & Co., which is on the 
Une of the Burlington road. 
The ears 
were empty, and we told the men that if 
they did not handle those oars t h ^ 


could not handle anything, and we pro- 
pose to man tain that position." 


This morning a train of stock oars left 
the "Q" yards, at Western avenue, for 
the stook yards, fourteen Pinkerton men 
guarding the train. 
As it was passing a 
Chicago, 
Louis and Pittsburg en- 
gine, a brakeman on the latter threw 
two coupling pins at the orew of the 
"Q" engine. 
One of them struck W. 
^ . Thomas, a fireman, in the right eye 
and knocked him senseless. 
The police 
saw the occurrence, but made no effort 
to make an arrest. 
The Pinkerton men 
telephoned the Western avenue station 
to have the crew of the Chicago, St. 
Louis and Pittsburg engine arrested. 


Switchman Quirk, who was at the 
riot at the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railway yesterday, was fined $5 
and costs.

Chief Jostloe Walte Died a Poor Man- 
Congressional Proeeedlngs 
To-day. 


WASHTNOTON, March 30.—The presi- 
dent has approved the urgent deficiency 
appropriation bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 80.—Since the 
death of Chief Justice Waite it has been 
developed that for a man in his exalted 
position he possessed practically nothing 
except his home, 
When he came to 
Washington he was a poor man, and at 
his death all his savings as chief justice 
were represented in his I street home. 


The salary of the chief justice is 
$10.500 per annum, the highest paid 
any official of the government except 
the president and the few foreign minis- 
tejs representing first-class missions. 


A few years ago the chief justice pnr- 
chpsed the residence on I street oc- 
cupied by him, and paid for it out of his 
salary. 
He did not live pretentiously, 
but had a wide circle of friends whom 
he entertained g;enerouBly, and this con- 
sumed the remainder of his compensa- 
tion after the payments were made in 
the house. 
All that is left his widow is 
the residence and an insurance of $4,000 
whic.b the chief justice carried on his 
life. 


HOUSE.

INDIANAPOLIS, March 30.—The Hon. 
Hugh Dougherty, ot Bluffton, one of 
the best known and most popular citi- 
zens of Northern Indiana, and who will 
he a candidate before the democratic 
convention for the nomination for audi- 
tor of state, is at the Grand hotel. 
Mr. 
Dougherty says that in the northern 
part of the state the democrats are all in 
line and ready for the approaching con- 
test; and he has no fears of the result. 
He thinks that the party in that section 
is pretty well divided between Myers 
and Matson for governor. 


Judge O. J. Glessner, of Shelbyvllle, 
who is a candidate for the democratic 
nomination for attorney general, is also 
at the Grand hotel. 
The judge is mak- 
ing an active canvass and is greatly en- 
couraged with his prospects. 
He says 
that in all of the counties that he has 
visited, the democrats are united ar.d 
harmonious and are confident of victorv 
in November. 
Judge Glessner, if nomi- 
nated, would doubtless command the 
full strength of his party and the rttspect 
of the opposition. 


WOMAN MUBDEUED 


By Her Husband, Wtio Commits Sui- 
cide—Twelve Children Poisoned. 


CmoAoo, March 30 —August Krakow 
shot and instantly killed his wife at No. 
642 Milwaukee avenue about 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. He then fatally 
shot himself, dying about 7 o'clock. 


The polic^fouiid Mrs. Krakow bitting 
in a rocking chair, with two bullet holes 
in her head. 
She appeared to have 
died instantly. 
On the lounge in the 
rear room lay the husband, who was 
also dead. 


The most shocking stories are preva- 
lent in the vicinity where the Krakows 
lived as to the death of all the members 
of the family. There were twelve in all, 
it is said, not one of whom survives. Mr. 
ELrakow, who was sixty two years of 
age, it was said, that his wife poisoned 
all the children and attempted to poison 
him, and that this was one of the oauses 
why he left her.

most horrible mine disaster that has 
ever occurred in the west, happened at 
noon yesterday in Keith k, Perry's No. 
6 mine, and as a result a large number [ 
of men are entombed, aud thousands of • 
dollars' worth of property destroyed. \ 
J ust at the dinner hour when the men I 
were descending eight at a time in the 
carriage, a terrible gas explosion oc- 
curred, filling every entry with a flame 
of fire which shot out of the shaft a dis- 
tance of a hundred and forty feet 


The mine is situated six miles distant 
from the town. 
There were two explo- 
sions, and it is said the total loss of life 
will reach sixty. 
Rich Hill is in Bates 
county, one hundred miles south of 
Kansas City, on the Missouri Pacific 
railroad, in the center of the coal min- 
ing district of Missouri,

THAT COWARDLY SPEECH. 


Will Have a Chance to Try Ob- 
Kcurity Hlmaeir. 


Senator Ingalls undoubtedly knows by 
this time that even from a partisan politi- 
cal stand point he made a miserable mis- 
take iu delivering his recent speech In the 
senate. 


His abuse of Hancock and McClellan 
finds but a faint approving response from 
even the most rabid party organs, while it 
Is being resented iu such a manner by 
many of the soldiers of the country, irre- 
spective of politics, as to make the rebuke 
to the 
Kiinsas 
senator 
conspicuously 
severe. 
That a man of Mr. Ingalls' abil- 
ity and ambition should descend lo bid 
for the favor of the soldiers in the dis- 
creditable 
way he did, and then In- 
spire 
iis 
his 
reward 
the 
indigna- 
tion and condemnation of the soldiers, 
must be extremely humiliating to him. 
It will probably be many a moon before 
he has anything to say in public again 
about the Avar, or those who figured in it. 
If he is as .«hrewd as he has been hereto- 
fore credited with being, he will leave 
henceforth a field In which he has made 
such a siicctacular failure to more suc- 
cessful cultivators of it, like the governor 
of Ohio, -n ho, even if he were to provoke 
such a rebuke as the Kansan has re- 
ceived, is so small that It would never hit 
him. 


Meanwhile, as he is pondering In peni- 
tence over the blunders of a politician, he 
might reflect advantageously on another 
of his declarations made in the same 
speech, when he proclaimed, with what 
was inteiifiod as withering sarcasm, that 
after the nomination of Grover Cleveland 
there is no man in this country "whose 
obscurity is so impenetrable that he has 
no right to aspire to the presidential 
nomination of the Democratic party." 


In the course of his reflections perhaps 
Mr. Ingalls will be able to arrive at some 
definite coticlusion as to the exact time at 
which obs( urity became a crime under 
our government, or a disability in the 
path of tlie citizen of the United States 
who dares direct his ambition to the 
presidency of a republic built upon the 
principle that all men are equal. 
Per- 
haps Mr. Ingalls will also be able to ex- 
plain, at le.'ist to his ovm satisfaction, 
how it is that in censuring the Demo- 
cratic party for nominating a man who 
not so many years ago was undoubtedly 
an obscure man, he can at the same time 
escape cen><uring the Republican party on 
the same ground. Who was more obscure 
than the now illustrious Lincoln, the first 
of the Republican presidents? Did Presi- 
dent Grant emerge from less "impene- 
trable obscurity" than any man who 
ever rose to fame? Even the now dis- 
tinguished and canonized Hayes was not 
always like the effulgent luminary which 
he became when he shot above the Ohio 
horizon and achieved notoriety as the 
first and only man who ever robbed the 
people of the presidency. 
It was the 
boast of the Republicans during the Gar- 
field campaign that their leader 
had 
risen from the humble obscurity of the 
towpaih, and President Arthur's name 
was hnrflly known outside of New York 
before Secretary Sherman gave )iim prom- 
inence by summarily turning him out of 
the custoui house. 


W'here then is the Republican president 
who was not guilty of the crime of ob- 
scurity, if this modern apostle of Repub- 
licanism insist on denouncing it as a 
crime? 


Perhaps Senator Ingalls is in favor of 
makinii the presidency hereditary, as the 
crowns of Europe are, conferring the 
honor upon some distinguished family, 
and providing that it shall descend in a 
regular line of succession to whatever nn- 
obscure nincompoop who happens to be 
born in that line. By this means the dan- 
ger of any political party nominating and 
electing an (ib.scure candidate would be 
effectually guarded against, and all citi- 
zens of the nation would be saved the 
trouble of trying to overcome the sin of 
obscurity. 


To say t he least, this Is a very prevalent 
sin among the citizens of this country. It 
is even rumored—upon how trustworthy 
authority we do not pretend to say—that 
Senator Ingalls himself was, not so vftry 
long ago, an obscure peddler. 
But we 
know of no one who would think less of 
Mr. Ingalls on that account, unless it is 
Mr. Ingalls himself. Indeed, if the goods 
he peddled were honest we are very much 
inclined to think that most people in this 
country have greater respect for Mr. In- 
galls as a peddler than they have for him 
when, as a senator, he deals in such 
shoddy pinchbeck wares as he purveyed 
when he delivered his speech in the sen- 
ate.—Louisville Courier-Jotirnal. 


An Edifying Spectacle.

There was a sprinkling of republican 
leaders on the stage, with Judge Chapin 
presiding. The jurist first introduced 
the Huntington Glee club to lift the 
funeral dampness that lingered in the 
house. 
He then rose to introduce the 
V J speaker of the eveniag, but prefaced 
saTsr ^ifi remarks with a ludicrouei statement 
'Miss Carrie Reinewald and Mr. Henry ^ a t the Morton club was not a "silk 


stocking affair," but a meek and humble 
haven for republicans to dwell in if they 
had money and togs enough to shine in 
aristocratic society and approach the 
festal board with the leaders. 


The explanation was so refreshing 
that it thawed huge hunks of snow 
which Will Wilson and Cy Fike had 
collected to heave at the Morton club, 
while an honest shopman, who never 
even looked into the luxurious club 
tapestry chambers, pulled a chestnut 
bell and rang it merrily. 


The ex-senator then unbosomed him- 
self and gave his hearers a new photo- 
graph of his grievances. 
After thank- 
ing the Morton club, and advising his 
hearers to vote for the best man for 
township trustee (meaning Mr. Brack- 
enridge) he thrusi into Hoosier politics.
